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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instantly 
claimed subject matter is directed to a composition of tramadol and acetaminophen as 
well as specified and required ratios. The prior art references, namely Flick et al., do 
not teach or suggest these particular features. In fact, Flick et al. recite that tramadol 
maybe combined with a variety of other therapeutically active agents, such as 
analgesics, antiphologistics, anti-inflammatory agents, analeptics, antihistaminic agents, 
spasmolytic agents, muscle relaxants, sedative agents and so the skilled artisan is not 
provided with a clear teaching or suggestion to select analgesic, and further phenacetin 
and even further a metabolite of phenacetin, out of the large list of possible additional 
therapeutic reagents.
